The book tells of Arnold's gallant, almost-successful ef­ 
fort to capture Quebec in the winter after Bunker Hill. The 
episode is worth retelling. 
Arnold earned the ignominy 
that finally came to him, but before that he earned his coun­ 
try’s gratitude; and it is interesting to speculate on what his 
destiny might have been if fate had 
been just a little kinder 
to him. 
It was in the fall of the year when Arnold set out to take 
Quebec. 
He had with him about 1000 men, the bulk of 
them poorly-trained militia. 
His supplies were sadly inade­ 
quate and the difficulties that faced him were overwhelm­ 
ing. 
He had to lead these 1000 half-drilled soldiers up.the 
Kennebec river, across the Maine wilderness and through 
dangerous mountain passes to the St. Lawrence river— a 
journey of some 500 miles through a country that had no 
roads and n o inhabitants. 
Those who planned the trip for him furnished him with 
clumsy flatboats to carry his supplies. 
Rapids in the river 
wrecked these, and by mid-November he and his army found 
themselves in the mountains, their food gone, all medicines 
spoiled and winter coming on. 
One whole division of the 
army deserted in a body and went home. 
Those who re­ 
mained were half starved and in rags. Sickness struck them 
hard. 
Their powder was ruined by water. 
But Arnold, by dint of his own courage and magnetism, 
got them through and reached Quebec with 600 tattered and 
weary solders, after one of the most amazing marches in 
military history. 
Then he hit Quebic like a thunderbolt— 
and if he had not been severely wounded at the outset of the 
fighting, he very probably would have captured the place. 
Consider the different course affairs would have taken if 
thjat British bullet had missed Benedict Arnold that day! 
Quebec would have fallen. 
All of Canada would have pass­ 
ed out of England’s hands. 
American independence would 
have been gained five or six years ahead of time. And Bene­ 
dict Arnold, today, would be listed as one of our greatest 
heroes. 
Chance plays a bigger part in human affairs than we like 
to admit. 
It was cruel to Benedict Arnold.

that that British bullet could not have missed him— or killed 
him outright!

It is estimated the expense of the 
exposition, much of which was borne 
by the state of California, exceeded 
$50,000,000.

architects, 
were 
built, 
and

grounds of the exposition laid 
out 
by skillful landscape architects who 
used millions of flowers for decora­ 
tive purposes in the courts and gar­ 
dens. 
Congress appropriated $500.000 for 
the exhibits of the departments 
in 
Washington and later contributed an 
additional $500,000 for a building 
in 
which to show the development and 
progress of the government. 
Forty-four states 
and territories 
made 
provisions 
for 
participating 
in the 
exposition, 
and many 
of 
these erected state buildings. Thirty- 
six foreign nations accepted the in­ 
vitation of the United States govern­ 
ment to take part, and many erected 
artistic pavilions.

IS GERMANY GOING DRY? 
It is interesting to notice that a committee of the German 
Reichstag has approved a bill limiting the saloons in Ger­ 
many to one for each 400 inhabitants. This, to be sure, does 
not exactly look like a drastic prohibition m easure; yet it is 
a step in a new direction for Germany, and it enjoys the op­ 
position of anti-prohibitionists in Germany, who see in it the 
first step toward prohibition. 
Probably it is a little bit early, however, to say that Ger­ 
many is on its way toward dryness. 
The annual German 
liquor bill is still below pre-war figures, but it is steadily ris­ 
ing, and expenditures for liquor each year are greater than 
reparations payments.
